THAT'S  WHAT  I'M  HERE  FOR 

Roy  Buchanan  Polydor    P. D. 6020 

Three  years  ago  Danny  Denver,  Roy  Buchan- 
an and  tow  other  gents  were  the  house  band 
at  the  "Crossroads"  bar  in  Bla  denburg,  Md. 
Six  nights  a  week,  four  or  five  hours  a  night 
knocking  out  music  for  working  folk  to  drink 
and  dance  to.    Roy  played  a  mean  guitar,  to 
say  the  least,  and  the  rest  of  the  band  laid 
back  to  give  him  plenty  of  room ,  to  say  the 
least.    Denver's  supposed  claim-to-fame 
was  writing  that  old  standard,  "Mountain  of 
Love."    The  band  was  strickly  a  low  talent 
local  group. 

Roy's  greatest  shortcoming  is  his  inability 
to  form  a  band  good  enough  to  fully  power 
his  music.    His  first  two  albums  are  testi- 
ment  to  that  fact. 

Now  after  shedding  himself  of  the  "Cross- 
roads," Danny  Denver,  et  al.  Roy  has  been 
working  with  another  group  for  the  past 
couple  years.    The  group  is  at  last  growing 
together  and  this  L.P.  shows  just  that. 

Mr.  Buchanan  is  still  given  lots  of  room  to 
move ,  but  on  this  album  the  band  moves  in 
tighter  behind  his  firey  licks.    Dick  Heintz' 
keyboard  work  is  more  prominent  than  ever. 
He  turns  in  nice  piano  blues  work  especially 
on  "Roy's  Bluz."    Robbie  MacGruder  seems 
to  be  feeling  much  more  at  home  as  Buchan- 
an's drummer;  his  work  throughout  these  nine 
cuts  is  stronger  than  he's  played  before. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  greatest  criticism  I 
can  offer  concerns  Billy  Price's  lead  sing- 
ing; Billy  seems  content  to  mimic  Bob  (Jeff 
Beck  Group)  Tench's  vocal  style.    Four  of 
the  songs  carry  a  heavy  Beck-ish  flavor  so 

The  Vocs  come  off  sounding  well,  it's 

simply  a  matter  of  originality. 

It's  my  guess  that  the  future  will  see  the 
band,  with  minor  personnel  changes,  settle 
into  a  solid  creative  groove.      Roy  and  the 
boys  are  going  to  be  tearing  out  some  mean- 
assed  wailin'  music,  to  the  delight  to  all 
ELECTRIC  BLUES  FIENDS.  .  .

And  speaking  of  Firey  Screaming  lead 
guitars,  JohnnyWinter's  New  LP  happened  to 
wend  its  way  into  this  here  cell  of  the  KPFT 
cloister.  Since  the  last  LP  (silvertraln  et  al) 
Winter  seems  to  be  doing  more  Blues -Boogie 
and  Just  plain  hard  Rockin'  and  Rollin'.  The 
tracks  feature  Dan  Hartman  and/or  Rick  Der- 
ringer on  guitar  and  Edgar  on  keyboards  and 
sax.  Derringer's  production  hand  lies  heavy 
on  this  album  and  with  W  inter's  high  energy 
guitar,  and  a  Hendrix  like  vocal  and  guitar 
phrasing,  the  total  effect  is  10  strong, orgas- 
mic tunes. 

The  weakest  part  of  the  record,  in  fact, 
is  Johnny's  pipes.  I  mean  you  can  tell  where 
he's  tryin'  to  go  but  his  voice  don't  go  there, 
it  doesn't  have  the  range  or  the  dynamics  of 
his  guitar.  On  the  other  hand  the  material  is 
outstanding.  There  are  tunes  by  Chuck  Berry, 
Van  Morrison,  Toussaint.Lieber-Stroller, 
Jagger-Richerds,one  by  brother  Edgar  and  two 
by  Johnny  himself  .That's  a  good  sign,  you 
Know,  cause  a  lot  of  great  musicians  are 
mediocre  song  writers.  The  insistance  of 
performing  only  original  tunes  can  hold  back 
alot  of  real  good  musicians  and  obscure  their 
good  tunes  , right?  well  anyway. . .  .

. .  .And  speaking  of  firey  screaming  lead 
guitar  players,  who  insist  on  doing  only  origi- 
nal material,  Ted  Nugent  has  a  new  album 
that  recently  floated  in.  Its  weakest  thing  is 
the  material  ie.I  don't  think  there  are  any 
classic  songs  here, but  the  record  sounds 
real  good. Nugent  was  one  of  the  originators 
of  the  flying-fingers  distorted  lead  lick  and 
has  had  trouble  finding  a  company  to  put  his 
music  on  vinyl  for  a  couple-a  years.  He  and 
his  first  label  (Mainstream)  parted  ways  and 
somebody  put  out  this  record  that  was  too 
hot  for  those  who  fear  the  power  and  drive 
of  his  guitar  and  too  concept-pretensious 
for  his  fans.  It's  been  about  three  years  of 
looking  for  Nugent,  and  finally  the  label  to 
record  him  was,(naturely?)  Di  6ceet  -  Frank 
Zappa's  label. 

Why?  Well  this  album  and  Nugent  are 
real  Detroit-paranoia.  His  Music  reflects 
that  Oppresive  atmosphere  more  than  anyone 
it  ranges  from  the  droning  mesmer  of  pounding 
factory  machinery,  to  the  piercing  sire-horn- 
gunshot-shock  of  urgent  reality.  His  vocals 
are  in  perfect  context,  now  here  near  pleasent 
or  dynamic  but  effective.  He  has  learned  to 
temper  the  starkness  of  his  early  records, 
and  replaced  it  with  a  metalic-spaced-cosmic 
flow. .  .sorta  like  transcendental  meditating 
in  an  automobile  factory.  If  you  can  dig  it.

The  words  that  first  come  to  my  mind  in 
reflecting  back  on  the  10-hour-long  KPFT 
Benefit  are  "immense  success."    Simple  as 
that.    Those  who  participated  not  only  gave 
the  station  a  righteous  financial  boost,  which 
will  enable  us  to  purchase  needed  equipment 
(thereby  giving  you  a  hightened  quality  in  the 
programs) ,  but  also  experienced  one  of  the 
finest  live  collections  of  progressive  country 
artists  playing  together  to  date. 

The  eight  to  nine  thousand  KPFT  support- 
ers in  attendance  were  first  entertained  sec- 
tion by  section  with  the  Juggling  antics  of 
Houston's  own  Michael  Marlin,  clown/bal- 
loonman  extraordinaire.    He  Just  felt  like 
entertaining  the  folks  and  adding  his  services 

to  a  good  cause which  set  the  ton  e  of  the 

event  perfectly.    No  artist  was  paid  a  penny 
for  his  contribution  to  the  benefit.    They,  too, 
Just  felt  like  giving,  and  the  conglomeration 
of  talent  given  the  audience  was  amazing. 

Jerry  Jeff  Walker  kicked  off  the  concert 
with  a  beautiful,  solo  version  of  "Mr.  Bo- 
jangles,"  and  then  joined  the  band  to  per- 
form one  of  the  nicest  sets  of  the  day,  cul- 
minated with  a  pretty  fierce  standing  ovation 
from  the  crowd.    One  of  the  stronger  high- 
lights of  the  set  was  "London    Homesick 
Blues,"  written  &  sung  by  Gary  Nunn  (he 
wrote  it  in  London,  feeling  homesick  for 
Texas) .    As  soon  as  Jerry  Jeff  finished  his 
set,  he  hopped  a  plane  for  another  gig  he 
was  scheduled  for  the  same  day  (he  had 
flown  down  especially  for  the  benefit) . 

After  Jimmy  Buffet  walked  off  the  stage 
at  the  end  of  his  set,  people  were  saying 

that  they  had  never  seen  him  so  strong 

that  it  had  possibly  been  his  finest  public 
performance  ever.    His  rendering  of  "Why 
Don't  We  Get  Drunk  And  Screw?  "  seemed 
to  be  the  perfect  suggest  at  the  time  ,  (get- 
ting drunk  that  is as  there  were  no  alco- 
holic beverages  permitted  in  Hofheinz) .  He 
introduced  "Pencil-thin  Mustache"  with  the 
following:  " . .  .this  is  to  those  who,  when 
they  were  into  Annette  Funlcello's  bra  size, 
I  was  lustin'  over  Sky  King's  niece,  Penny! 

Next,  a  momentary  scheduling  hassle  . 
shuffled  Don  Sanders  (also  one  of  the  M.C.'s) 
onto  the  platform.     He  began  by  appologizing 
for  not  being  quite  as  cosmic  as  the  other 
cowboys,  but  proceeded  to  perform   a  lively, 
entertaining  set,  including  a  beautiful  ren- 
dition of  "I'm  A  4-W  heel  Drivin'  Woman  (  & 
I  know  how  to  shift  my  gears)." 

_ffsreep"AFThe  Wheel  followed  Don  with 
a  hard  country  tune  "Drivin"  Them  Nails  Over 
You,"  and  proceeded  to  give  us  one  of  the 
longest  sets  of  the  evening.    One  highlight 
of  their  show  as  "Phantom  #309,"  a  song 
that  one  could  consider  country  cousin  to 
the  eye-watering,  40-star  survey  saga, 
"Laura."    "Phantom"  was  followed  by  a  fast- 
moving  version  of  "Truck  Drivin'  Man," 
which  the  audience  also  especially  got  off 
on.    Their  versatility  was  exemplified  by 
"Take  Me  Right  Back  To  The  Track,  Jack," 
an  up-tempo  boogie  number.

The  next  act  began  as  the  central  mus- 
ican  on  stage  wheeled  around  to  the  audience 
with  "I'm  Billy  Joe  Shaver!  ,"    Johnny  Cash 
style.    A  nice  set  of  songs  was  in  store  for 
the  audience. 

Kinky  Friedman  was  introduced  by  the 
notorious  Jim  Franklin  of  The  Armadillo  in 
Austin,  who  was  his  usual  charismatic  self 
that  night,  appearing,  for  this  intro,  in  an 
incredible  paper  slinky  attached  to  his  back-- 
which  tended  to  give  him  the  appearance  of 
a  cosmic  hunchback.    Kinky  sounded  nice.

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Billy  Joe  Shaver  then  returned  and  gave 
us  an  extra  second  half  of  his  earlier  set. 
Once  again,  the  music  was  well-received  and 
appreciated. 

After  so  much  good  music,  Doug  Sahm, 
backed  by  Freda  and  the  Firedogs  were  intro- 
duced by  Huey  Meaux,  the  crazy  cajun  (pro- 
ducer of  most  of  Doug's  works) .    Doug  came 
on  to  corkscrew  the  benefit  and  send  it  fly- 
ing!       Most  of  the  songs  they  did  were  from 
their  new  album,  and,  throughout  their  set, 
a  certain  closeness  could  be  felt  from  the 
stage.    The  champagne  fizzed. . . 

Michael  Murphey  and  group  came  on 
after  Doug  and  gave  possibly  the  finest  per- 
formance of  the  evening.    Two  early  notables 
were  "South  Canadian  River  Song"  and  "Alley; 
of  Austin,"     Towards  the  end  of  his  set, 
Michael  dedicated  a  song  to  what  we're  try- 
ing to  do  at  KPFT.     "Ain't  Nobody  Gonna  Tell 
Me  How  To  Play  My  Music"  was  the  song, 
accompanied  by  Michael's  comments  tnat 
this  free-form  attitude  is  what  makes  a 
listenered-sponsored  station  worth  support- 
ing.   Michael  also  introduced  Bill  (acoustic 
guitar)  and  Bonnie  (vocals  &  keyboard) 
Hearne  in  the  second  half  of  his  set.    They 
were  superb. 

Jim  Franklin,  this  time  attired  in  some- 
thing like  a  500  gallon  hat,  giving  him  some- 
thing of  a  cosmic  mushroom  appearance.
